THE NEGRO VOTE. 


Shameful Scenes at Polling Piaces—Voting 
in Droves—A Riot. 


Probably the most excited, enthusiastic 
and interested voters in the city were the 
negroes who constitute the population in the 
district between Seventh and Fourteenth 
streets and Morgan and Biddie. They 
were in their element, of course, 
and they haunted the polls like 


somberspecters all the day. At Fourteenth 
street and Franklin ‘avenue, Tach 
Precinct, there was an enormous mob, and 
the police were we ag | a= gy tg 
large a se. t was interesting there, 
too, forthe divid vote met there and a 
brawl was constantly imminent. Nearly all 
the Democratic negroes in that section of the 
city were congregated at the polls, but they 
were vastly outnumbered — the Republicans, 
who had marshalled all their foroes and were 
voting at a tremendous rate, The Democrats 
were pretty badly scared, for, being ina mi- 
nority, they were in danger of getting the 
worst of any conflict that might occur. 
JAMES M. VENA, 
the President of the National N Demo- 
cratic League, was very much excited, and he 
spoke bitterly of the conduct of the Repub- 
licans. ‘*You talk about the ou in Mis- 
sissippi,’’ he said, they are not halt as dad 
as the Republican outrages right 
here in this precinct. They have 
most ef the negroes in their power. 
The members of these negro Repubiiean clubs 
have been furnished with food, clothing and 
lodgings by their bosses all through the cam- 
paign and now they are voting as they were 
told to vote. They are driven here in bun- 
dreds. When I came to the poll this morning 
there were any eevee mon in line waiting to 
vote, and all of them but three were 
negroes driven in by the Republicans. We 
wanted them to scratch Kimball and went 
to waste among them, and the Republican 
bosses were about to set the whole crowd 
loose on us. Why, I tried to get a negro Re- 
publiean to vote for Francis, and a white man 
came up to interfere. I turned to him and 
said: ‘Now, look here! You are making these 
men vote the Republican ticket. What are 
you going to do for them if your candidate is 
elected?’ He got mad and 
RAISED A ROW, 

and if I hadn’t left that crowd and got out of 
the way I would have been mobbed right 
there.’ \ 

„es, interposed Capt. J. A. Horton, 
and not more than ten minutes ago one of 
those fellows told me that if any negro dared 
to walk to the polis with astraight Democratic 
ticket in his hand he would be mobbed and 
beaten to death. They are intimidating the 
n oes and they will not permit us to go up 
and vote.

They kept 
back then and let us * away, but it was a 
close call. I did not think at the club 
would ever get to Lucas Square without 
a row, but we succeeded at last and 

taway. The Democratic nogroes of this 

istrict are abused and intimidated in an out- 
rageous way. The Republicans -have_. their 
slaves—political siaves, and they are as much 
siayes to the Republican party as they were to 
the white men before the war—and they make 
them vote the Republican ticket straight. 
They don’t dare to scratch a thing ’’ 

The sentiment of the crowd seemed to bear 
out what Vena said, and a remark that one of 
the negroes made guve the key. There was 
a notice tacked toa telegraph pole, which said 
that the ‘‘ Vigilance Committee“ would pay a 
rewara for information leading to 
the arrest of any fraudulent voter, and 
an additional reward for evidence that 
would convict. Noticing the title of the com- 
mittee,one Republican negroes said: ‘‘We had 
better organize a vigilance. committee here 
and hang every one of thoee niggers that’s 
tryin to vote the Democratic tiexet. 

‘That is about the condition of things,’’ 
said Horton. I tell you, our lives are in 
danger. —4 I could’t go to the parade last 
night becaus I was afraid my house would 
be burned down. I have had notices served 
on me by people that live near me that lf 1 
don’t stop working for the Democratic party 
I would be shot or beaten to death as soon as 
I could be caught, and that my house was to 
be burned own and I might expect 
it to be set afire at any 
time. I stayed at home and unchained my 
dogs. I looked for trouble evéry minate, and 
several times the dogs began to bark. 1 dis- 
guised myself and went out, but I didn’t see 
any one. 1 don't know but that I may find 
my home in ashes when I get baek. The 
abuse ofnegro Democrats is awful, anc some- 
thing ought to be done to stop uu.

and everyone ran to see what the trouble was,

All this is commonplace to us, because 
it has been golng on here for a hun- 
dred years, with only the single interrup- 
tion that has warned all men how quickly 
millions of peaceful voters are oon- 
verted into armies to crush what- 
ever smacks of an appeal to force 
from the decrees of the ballot-box. But 
where else on earth is the spectacle of 
these periodical and peaceful changes of 
rulers presented? Where else is there 


even an attempt to imitate them without 


a mighty standing army drawn up in the 
background? 

This peculiarly American feature of 
governmeut will compensate voters for 
any defeat they may suffer at the polls. 
When the election goes against a party 
and its candidates, they have only to wait 
for the logic of events and the strength of 
their cause to reverse the decision. Thus 
both sides, victors and vanquished, look 
forward hopefully to a future election 
andin the meantime cool off and learn 
to revise some of their opinions.

But all have 
reason to say: Long life to the Republic, 
and may its elections go on for ever as 
peacefully and with as good results as 
they have donefor now a hundred years.

Lord Sackville’s Real Grievance.

There are many things to indicate that the 
position of Lord Sackville at Washington has 
been irksome to him fora long time, and that 
he has been far from satisfied with the icy 
formality with which he has everywhere been 
received almost since he came to this country. 
He is a strange man, with two idiosyncrasies 
that peculiarly unfit him for anything ap- 
proaching populafity in this country. One ia 
an exalted notion of the importance of family 
and title and the other a latitudinarian disre- 
gard of the conventionalities, especially those 
of the family life, that in this country, with- 
out an aristocracy to set a vicious example, 
are 80 pure and strong. 

The present complication is really a social as 
well as a political one, and it will possibly be 
foun d in the end that the social aspect of the 
relation of Lord Sackville and his family with 
the President and members of the Cabinet and 
their wives may have led up to this climax.

PURE SPORT, GOOD PERFORMANCES AND 
BIG WINNINGS ON THE TURF OF 88. 


Great Stakes and Purses Which Were 
Evenly Divided — Earnings of the Big 
Stables—A New Scheme by Which Mitch- 
ell and Dempsey May Fight—Sporting 
News and Notes — Base Ball Chat. 


The legitimate racing season of 1888 may be 
said to have ended for all the important racing 
stables owned in the East with the meeting of 
the National Jockey Club at Ivy Citv on Satur- 
day.

Of 
course the earnings of the Dwyers, J. B. Hag- 
gin and E. J. Baldwin will exceed the above, 
while many others will be much less. 

As a whole, bowever, the seagon was a good 
one, with, in spite of all that is said tothe 
contrary, a season almost clear of scandal.

FRAUDS IN ELECTIONS. 


DISHONEST PRACTICES OF FORMER TIMES 
AND HOW THEY WERE MANAGED. 


— 


Scenes in the Five Points—The Strikers and 
the Skirmishers—A Rich Harvest for Pur- 
chasable Voters—Viva Voce Voting in 
Kentucky—Delaying the Voting—Indiana 
Railroads ia Politics.

TX time there is a 
* great deal of talk 


about bribing 
and ballot- box 
stuffing,’’ said 
Geo. L. Thomp- 
son of New York’ 
who is at the 
Southern, dut 
the palmy days 
of those indus- 
tries have, in my 
opinion, gone by. I lived in New York when 
the Bowery was in its glory, before the de- 
struction of the famous Five Points, and it 
used to be a regular thing with a lot of us 
young fellows to go down tothe lower wards 
and see the fights that went on to steal voters. 
FIVE POINT SKIRMISHES. 

„By 12 o’clook the great majority of the cer- 
tain vote would be polled, and the purchased 
vote would begin to come in. The ward and 
precinct strikers were divided into regular 
sections, and to each man was assigned a cer- 
tain number of the voters who had been 
bought, for the safe delivery of whom they 
were held responsible. To counteract them a 
set of skirmishers were appointed, whose 
whole work was confined to trying to steal 
voters from the opposing party. These skir- 
mishers always worked in pairs,and lay in wait 
in alleys and convenient doorways, keeping 
a bright lookout.» Presently a striker of the 
opposing party would make his appearance, 
holding his voter tight by the arm and keep- 
ing a sharp eye on the ticket in his hand. 

STEALING VOTES. 
‘‘As he approached the place of concealment 


ofthe skirmishers one of them would slouch 
out and pass in front of the approaching pair. 
As he passed he would show to the voter a 
ticket around which was wrapped a 
4 bill, and would then con- 
trive to get into the way of the 
oppesition striker, and come into collision 
with him. Some of thé Bowery boys bad a 
way of stopping, and stretching their leg sud- 
denly backward, whieh would have the effect 
of tripping — not familiar 
with the trick. 
wheel around, give 
vote to the recruit, and rush him tothe polls 
as rapidly as possible. As soon as he had his 
captive in tow, the work of his partner would 
commence. He would emerge from his lair, 
generally in a condition o counterfeited 
drunkenness which spoke volumes for his ex- 
perience. He would tumble up against the 
deluded striker, buttonhole him, and ask him 
a lot of questions, taking care not to let him 
get out of his hands until his confederate had 
votea his man. A skirmisber had to bea 
slugger, as the man who was interfered 
with was nearly certain to resist violently, 
and sometimes suocceedéd in recanturing his 
voter, in which the latter was not disinclined 
to aid ulm, as it meant that he had to be re- 
purchased. These seenés were constantly oo- 
curring near every polling place in the 
Bowery, and a goo¢ pair of skirmishers were 
worth at least fifty votes to their party, 
which counted double, a’ they all were stolen 
from the opposition. 

KENTUCKY TRICKS. 

In the days before the war, when Ken- 
tucky was gravitating from the Whig to the 
Democratic part several devices were 
adopted for falsi ring votes. This was par- 
ticularly difficult,.as the viva vooe system 
prevailed there, and each man’s vote was re- 
corded dy the judges. One trick, which 
proved very successful where the object was 
to cause a contest, was the use of a main fold- 
ing sheet. One tally sheet would be laid over 
another, with a blackened piece of paper be- 
tween. The Judge was provided with a pen- 
oll with a double point. A hard point could 
be pushed forward when it was desired to reg- 
ister a vote on both sheets, and the soft point 
could be used when it was deemed advisable 
to record but one. Of course the tally sheets 
kept by the different judges would not agree, 
but the difference would lead to a contest. 
When but one clerk was employed, as was 
sometimes the case, the work would be easy. 
Another favorite Kentucky trick was to be 
all the men of one party early inthe day, ex- 
cept a chosen few,. . a " was 
to so delay matters prevent 
the opposition from poling to the polis. In 
Kentucky the law requires the judges to read 
out the names of all the candidates if so re- 
quested, and tell on what ticket they were 
running. A Democrat would come up and 
ask forthe name of the Whig candidates. As 
they were read over to him he would continu- 
ally interrupt the judge by questions, asking 
him whether he was sure that he was reading 
the right ticket, asserting that a first name or 
initial was wrong, or some such thin The 
same process would be repeated w th the 
Democratic ticket, and any Others that might
